[he goal of I bat Sunday afternoon was simply to pass out leaflet s 
in the neighborho od o f the Marsh insurance executive. We split up

Or a beagle puppy in a cage- On the back was a short history of the 
lib and its abuses and a request that renders uige theii neighbor to 
cease doing business with Huntingdon, Ihc fliers made no sugges¬ 
tion of violence or property destruction, and they made no threats. 
'I hey spelled out what went on in the lab, how Marsh w .ls connected, 
and why readers should ask their neighbor to take action.
